THE IRISH LAND BLLL. 

Mr. Gladstone then asked leave to bring in 
a bill for jand reform in Ireland. He referred 
to the day on which be inurodnced the Irish 
Chorech bill, when other measures to meet 
the demands of Ireland were promised, and 
sald he would now proceed to fulfill that 
promise, Ile recapitualated the history of 
the land question since 1834. The oaomey 
for ite settiement was now py 
mitted, and be hoped there would union 
of all parties in favor of the proposed reform. 

The best taleot of the kingdom hud been 
applied to the solution of the problem. It 
must gratify the Irish people to see England 
giving years of ungrudging labor to the ua- 
derstanding and redress of grievances.

They were not of frequent 
occurrence ip the agricultural sections, ayd 
were in purely Celtic ones. Irish ' "b 
ures were widely ditlerent from the ; 

The Irish landlo. . wor4 
ly ditfered from his tenant in politics and re 
gion and seldom lived ov his estates. The 
tenant was bound te improve the laud, bu 
was Often deprived of the crops he had planted. 

The people believed the soil was their own, 
and that it had becu tekcu from them by con 
que-t and coutiscation. Dung the last ten 
years, while the value of lavor had remamod 
stationary, the cost of living had increased. 
The progress of Ireland had been checked b lf 
acentury. Legizlation bad coue nothing for 
emall land-holders or Lhe pesuntry.

The 
same rule might, if it were honest, be more 
appropriately applied to books. The whole 
thing had its origin ip the old system of 
personal and partisan jomnalism which 
entailed so much obliquy upon the press. 
It was thecustom of almost every politician 
to have an “organ.” This “organ” was not 
expected to proclaim the truth or diffuse 
information, but to advertise and do battle 
for its patron, who, im turn, supplied it 
_ with the means of maintaining a feebie and 
| pestilent existence, and, if he got inte Con- 
passed such postal laws as he was 
able for its benefit. In like manne: he 
stood by the frankling privilege. In this 
way the present system was established. 
By this means the mails are stuffed with 
unworthy matter, which—but for the blun- 
dering and culpable liberality of govern- 
ment, added to the indecent donations of 
private interest—would have no being at 
all. If Congress respects itself it will re- 
form the matter altogether. If the press 
is self-respecting it will ask to be relieved 
of the equivocal position which it is made 
tooecupy. The free list and the franking 
privilege should go together, and with their 
disappearance the Postoffice Department 
would find no difficulty making both ends 
meet at the close of every fiscal year. 

The people are very deeply concerned 
in this business and should closely scan the 
votes of their Representatives in Congress. 
The charges on mail matter are excessive, 
because the law which regulates them is 
unjust. Newspapers and Congressmen 
have an easy thing of it, whilst citizens are 
required to hold the bag and pay the piper.
